Climatic Conditions

Climatic conditions generally are 
not favourable to tree-growth on the 
Canadian prairies, particularly in the 
semi-arid afea. The prairie tree- 
planter has to coritend not only with 


theses unfavourable conditions but): 


also with’ competition from the nat- 
ural ‘groundcover. . Experience has 
shown, however, says Norman M. 
, Ross, superintendent of the Domin- 
fon Forest Nursery Station at Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan, and Chief of 
the Dominion Tree-Planting Division, 
that even in the driest areas trees 
suitable for shelter-belts, and also 
for the production of fuel and fence 
posts, can be grown if proper 
methods are adopted. 

First of all, the soil must be thor- 
oughly prepared in order to eradi- 
cate completely the native grasses 
and other perennials, and to store up 
a reserve of \moisture to give the 
young plantation a reasonable start. 
This usually requires two seasons. In 
the first season the sod is broken a 
few inches deep and then_ thoroughly 
worked. One season is sufficient to 
kill all the native plants. The fol- 
lowing year, the land to be planted. is 
deeply summer-fallowed to open up 
the soil for the roots and to conserve 
moisture. 

The next step is to select varieties 
that have proved hardy and capable 
of withstanding drought when once 
established. The list of varieties 
suitable for, shelterbelts, and for 
propagating in large numbers at 
reasonable expense, is very limited. 
It consists of: Caragana (Caragana 
arborescens), a leguminous shrub of 
Russian origin, exceptionally hardy 
ahd drought-resistant, with a dense 
shrubby growth to a height of about 
20 feet; Manitoba Maple (Negundo 
aceroidis), a native tree with a some- 
what bushy tendency growing to a 
height of about 40 feet; Green Ash 
(Fraximus lanceolata), a native, 
rather slow growing tree, also very 
drought-resistant; the American Elm 
(Ulmus Americana), a hardy native 
tree; White Spruce (Pricea alba), 
native; Colorado Spruce (Picea 
‘pungens); and Scotch Pine (Pinus 
sylvestris) of which there are many 
types, the one most suitable being 
propagated - from seed secured in 
Finland or central Sweden. 

All these varieties can be grown 
successfully on the average upland 
prairie soils. In certain districts, 
usually associated with lighter soils, 
the water-table may be reasonably 
close to the surface (from seven to 
¥S feet), and in these Gistricts many 
varieties of poplars and willows, in 
addition to the trees already men- 
tioned, prove very satisfactory. 


Fight Against Pneumonia 


New Drug Is Found With Which To 
Combat Disease 
The Mellon Institute of Industrial 
’ Research reported advances in the 

fight against pneumonia and de- 
velopment of a new type of tuber- 
culin that may aid in diagnosis of 
tuberculosis. 

Dr. E. R. Weidlein, the institute’s 
director, listed “hydroxythylapocu- 
preine’ as the “most important drug 
that has been found up to the pres- 
ent” in combatting pneumonia. He 
added investigation in this field 
showed the drug was “high pneu- 
mococcio activity.” 

The report said the drug “has 
also been tested in 26 clinical cases 
which have demonstrated a very 
high tolerance in the human to the 
drug, absence of any visual effects, 
and a high proportion of recoveries 
from. severe pneumococcic infections 
of all types.” 


A Beneficial Exercise 


Walking Down Stairs Is Good For 
Weak Heart 

New York City’s recent elevator 
strike probably will take a serious 
toll for the next six months in hearts 
damaged by stair-climbing, Dr. J. O. 
Gieger, San Francisco Health Direc- 
tor, predicted. 

Gieger advocates walking down- 
stairs—but not upstairs—as an ideal 
exercise for persons with cardiac ail- 
ments. 

Downstairs walking—two or three 
flights—is beneficial, Gieger said, be- 
cause even persons with heart 
trouble require at least some exer- 
cise of the muscles and because this 
form of activity permits it with a 
minimum of strain on the circula- 
tory system. 


Sun Spots And Wet Weather 

Floods that have swept the east- 
ern part of North America this 
spring are ‘definitely correlated” 
with sun spots “and we may expect 
damp, rainy weather for the next 
four or five years because these 
spots are fast reaching a maximum 
intensity,”’ Dr. Clyde Fisher, director 
of the Hayden Planetarium and fel- 
low of the Royal Astronomical 
Society, said in a lecture.

Little Danger Of Rust 


Records Show Crops Not Attacked 
In Two Successive Years 
History records that rust epidemics 
never occur twice in succession, Hon. 
J. G. Taggart, Saskatchewan mini- 

ster of agriculture, said. 

If history runs true to form there 
should be no danger of a rust epi- 
demic in Saskatchewan this year. 

He said there was apparently no 
scientific reason why rust could not 
occur two. years in succession, but 
pointed to rust records to show that 
never in the history of rust damage 
had rust of epidemic proportions at- 
tacked crops in the same area in two 
successive years. 

The late spring, he considered 
might be favorable to crop condi- 
tions, although it did increase the 
rust and frost hazard in the fall by 
making the crops later. 

Late spring, however, reduced the 
hazard of soil drifting, and shorten- 
ed the period between seeding and 
the first rains. 

Rust research work had succeeded 
in classifying 125 kinds of rust, only 
five of which ever occur in epidemic 
proportions, said Mr. Taggart. 


Department Of National Revenue 

Receives Remittance From Ireland 

Conscience money keeps trickling 
into the department of national 
revenue from odd places in Canada, 
but rarely does any come from other 
country. Hon. J. L. Ilsléy, head of 
the department, has announced re- 
ceipt of approximately §25 from 
Dublin, Ireland.

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Manéhester Firm Expects To Make 
_ Many New Uniforms ‘ 

The famous firm in Tooley street 
which makes the bulk of military 
uniforms to-day is getting ready for 
the Coronation celebrations. Al- 
though orders have not yet been de- 
livered, it is expected that for one 
thing a complete new turn-out will 
be ordered for the Yeomen of the 
Guard at St. James’ and the Tower 
of London, The cost of there uni- 
forms, which are normally renewed 
every two years, is £50 for the scar- 
let and £20°for the blue. The design 
for the uniform dates back to 1485, 
and everything, even gold late, has 
to be made by hand. 

In the meantime, the tailors are 
waiting for an order from the Col- 
lege of Arms, which will decide 
whether on the blue uniforms the 
letters, which are embossed by a 
steel die, will be “E.R.” or “E.R. 
VIII.” In the latter event the cost 
will naturally be considerably more. 
It takes over three weeks to prepare 
a yeoman’s uniform, the pattern for 
which is sealed and delivered by the 
Lord Chamberlain's office. — Man- 
chester Guardian Weekly. 


The Wedded State 


Fewer Married Persons Are Subject 
To Mental Ills 


Two scientists offered results of a 
study they interpreted as indicating 
the ranks of married persons include 
fewer mentally ill individuals than 
are found in the single, divorced and 
widow-widower classifications. 

Dr. James Page of Columbia Uni- 
versity and Dr. Carney Landis of the 
New York Psychiatric Institute pre- 
sented their findings at a meeting of 
the New York branch of the Ameri- 
can Psychological Association. 

They said, however, that ‘mar- 
riage is no vaccine against mental 
disease.”’ 

Analysis of records of admissions 
from 1920 to 1934 at New York 
mental hospitals, in Massachusetts 
from 1929 to 1931, and in the entire 
United States for 1922, they said, 
disclosed these ratios: 

Four times more divorced persons 
were irisane patients than married 
persons. 

Three times as many single per- 
sons were listed, compared to mar- 
ried ones. 

Widows and widowers numbered | 
double the married group.

Rush-Mat Making Was Once Good 
Business In England 


A tiny wooden. hut workshop in a 
ottage “gatden. at Pavenham, near 
Bedford, England, is the last relic 
of an industry that once employed 
the whole village. Soon even that 
will be closed for lack of work, and 
70-year-old George Purser will retire 
on his old-age pension. George Pur- 
ser is the last of the rush-matting 
makers at Pavenham. 

For three hundred years without a} 
break his family gathered rushes 
from the River Ouse, plaited them, 
and made them into horse collars, 
baskets, chair seats, hassocks, and 
floor covering. His father employed 
12 men and 70 women. 

“Now nobody wants rush-mat- 
ting,” Mr. Purser said. “A firm I 
used to work for used to make 2,000 
horse collars a week. Now I doubt 
if they make 150 a year. We sold 
thousands of workmen’s dinner bas- 
kets. After the war men took to 
haversacks.”

New Croy Season Finds Heavy In- 
festation In Wide Areas 


U.S. agricultural department en- 
tomologists said that the beginning 
of a new crop season finds an/| 
abundance of damaging insects in 
various sections of the United States. | 

From Colorado and Arizona came | 
reports of heavy infestations by cut- 
worms. The chinch-bug belt report- 
ed this insect suffered winter mor-| 
tality as high as 50 per cent. in 
parts of Illinois, Iowa and Indiana, 
but scientists said there were suffici- 
ent bugs remaining in most of the| 
infested territory to cause serious 
damage if the spring weather 
favorable. 

Reports were received of heavy 
infestations of Hessian fly from cen- | 
tral Missouri southward and from | 
southeastern Kansas and parts of |

The eye looks up from below; why not the camera? 


Consider the worm and his view- 
Point—he’s in on the ground floor. 

Viewpoint means much, and is an 
important factor in picture making. 
It has much to do with the perspec- 
tive we get in pictures. If the per- 
spective is not pleasing to the eye it 
will not be pleasing in the picture, 
and if the effect as seen from the 
viewpoint of the camera lens is odd 
or startling it will be recorded just 
so in the picture. 

While distortion is to be avoided 
in the truly artistic photograph, it 
is possible to obtain many interest- 
ing shots from unusual points of 
view, even though the perspective 
be a bit violent. Expert photograph- 
ers are to-day seeking and finding 
new angles from which to make 
their pictures, and for the most part 
the results are pleasing as well as 
attractive and unusual. Many ama- 
teurs are also finding a new inter- 
est in picture making from this 
effort to get something different. 
They, too, are “shooting’’ from posi- 
tions that are daring and new.

This, 
after all, is a faithful rendering @f 
the perspective that the eye sees 
from this lens viewpoint. Similarly 
with the shot of the men and the 
derrick atop the new building. 

Try a number of worm’s-eye views, 
some bird’s-eye views (even a slight 
elevation will give the latter effect) 
and, shall we say, some cross-eyed 
views or snaps from odd angles. 
Many of them probably will be of no 
value, until you have been taught by 
experience to see the most effective 
combination of angle and subject for 
a given picture. Doubtless the most 
of them will be criticized as crazy- 
looking, but, after all, what does it 
matter? The answer is that you 
were after something uncommon, 
startling, weird or fantastic, and 
you got it. You will find experiments 
in this sort of picture taking of fas- 
cinating interest.

Were Named After John McAdam,

The civilized world has become 
familiar with “macadamized” - roads, 
but it is doubtful if many of the 
millions who use them know the 
origin of the term. The British In- 
stitution of Municipal and County 
Engineers are taking active steps to 
commemorate the centenary of the 
death of that pioneer of roadmaking, 
John Loudon McAdam, which oc- 
curred at Moffat, England, on No- 
vember 26, 1836. 

McAdam was born in 1756, his 
father being a local landowner and 
banker in Ayr. At the age of four- 
teen he joined an uncle in business 
in New York, and did not return to 
Scotland until 1783. Thereafter for 
fifteen years he served as Deputy 
Lieutenant for the County of Ayr, 
and devoted much attention to the 
improvement of the local roads.

| Stroy mold and decay bacteria in 
| foods and kill injurious bacteria in 
, water, and green vegétables, human 
| food or animal feeds grown within a 
|few hours inside metal cabinets, 
| without soil and without sunlight. 

These are some of to-day’s and 
to-morrow's headliners in the march 
of science and mechanics into farms, 
fields and home gardens, writes 
Charles Morrow Wilson in ‘Popular 
Mechanics.” 

Most soil teems with enemies to 
plants and man, weed seed, soil 
hibernating parasites and fungi. For 
centuries people have striven to 
sterilize soils and fight these hosts 
of unwelcome guests. The primitive 
| defense has been to wait until fall 
to burn off dead leaves and stalks. 
More recently there have been at- 
| tempts to purify the soil with chemi- 
cals. But few chemicals are effec- 
tive in cold soils and sometimes the 
residues prove harmful. 

Some progressive farmers, gard- 
eners and florists are trying to steri- 
lize their soil with electrical heat. 
| They find that heating the soil to 
| 180 degrees for five or six hours not 
; only kills soil bacteria and insect 
| life, but virtually every variety of 
weed seed, converts unavailable 
| forms of soil nitrogen into available 
plant foods and develops great quan- 
tites of ammonia. This changes to 
nitrate, which results in more rapid 
plant growth. 
| The commercial soil sterilizer con- 
| sists of a box with one cubic yard 
capacity, built of eighth-inch boiler 
plate and provided with a top for 
loading and a bottom dump for 
emptying the soil after it haa been 
“coblked."?.. A. home-made wooden 
box properly wired might serve as 
well, Heat is furnished by fifteen 
electric heating elements carrying a 
; connected load of five kilowatts 
| placed to give even heat through- 
| out the box and allow free space for 
removing soil. Elements are “ con- 
| nected in upper and lower circuits to 
allow sterilization of one-half cubic 
| yard. The cost of sterilizing a cubic 
yard of soil for a period of six hours 
at three cents a _ kilowatt hour is 
| approximately $1. A cubic yard of 
| ferile soil will fill about 2,000 small 
| flower pots, and the saving in weed- 
ing alone more than repays steriliza- 
tion costs. 

Winter vegetables such as beets, 
lettuce, turnips and celery grow well 
in soil temperatures of from 50 to 
60 degrees. ‘‘Warm weather’ vege- 
tables require a soil temperature of 
about 70 degrees for best growth. 

One gardener has installed a 
“warming griddle” for starting early 
peppers, tomatoes, cabbage and vari- 
ous other garden vegetables and 
| flowers for transplanting. He built 
the griddle on a bench in a corner 
of his greenhouse, covered the top of 
|the bench with lead-sheathed wire 
cable made for resistance heating 
,and placed 2x4-inch boards between 
| the cables to protect them from the 
weight of soil boxes. Within three 
weeks he produced sturdy plants for 
| transplanting. 
| Electricity is taking new roles 
|the above-ground propagation of 
| plants. Dr. Samuel G. Hibben, di- 
rector of applied lighting for the 
| Westinghouse Company is develop- 
| ing a means of sterilizing soils with 
a short-wave or soft X-ray radiation 
| capable of penetrating the soil sev- 
pave inches. When the device is fully 
| developed it is possible the soil of 
fields, gardens and flower beds can 
| be freed of harmful insects, bacteria, 
|larvae and fungi by use of a port- 
lable outfit. The soft X-ray has 
| proved sure death to various animal 
| organisms such as insects beneath 
the bark of a tree and termites in 
timber.

Weeds and Plants 
Fight for Life 


Plant competition is a natural 
phenomenon in which plants of the 
same or unrelated species growing 
in close proximity’ develop at the 
expense of their weaker rivals. This 
competition is of general occurrence 
in the plant kingdom both among 
native species under natural condi- 
tions and between crops and weeds 
in cultivated fields. In-a recent issue 
of “Scientific Agriculture,” T. K. 
Pavlychenko and J. B. Harrington 
of the University of Saskatchewan 
give some interesting information on 
the subject, together with the results 
of experiments carried out at the 
Weed Nursery of the university’s 
experimental farm. 

Observations over a period of sev- 
eral years indicate that competition 
between overlapping root systems 
takes place long before the tops of 
th plants begin to shade one. an 
other. In) short, competition com- 
mences under the soil surface when 


the root systems overlap in their

manifests itself immediately in the 
retarded development of the top 
growth, ‘becoming intensified by the 
top growth competition for light, 
only after shading of one plant by 
another has taken place. 

Moisture, the predominant limiting 
factor in plant growth on the open 
plains of Western Canada, is the 
most important consideration in 
weeds . versus crop competition in 
that area. In one of the experi- 
ments it was found that the yield of 
Marquis wheat was 40 per cent 
lower in plots infested with mild 
mustard than in plots free from 
weeds. Plants of barley, wheat, and 
wild oats, grown alone in areas ten 
feet square, attained approximately 
ten times as large a growth of top 
and root system as plants grown in 
ordinary six-inch drill rows. Plants 
of hare’s ear mustard, common wild 
mustard and Russian thistle, when 
grown alone, produced from 100 to 
1000 ‘times the growth they had 
when grown in ordinary six-inch 
drill rows. 

In a weed-versus-cereal competi- 
tion study, Hannchen barley com- 
peted’ much more successfully with 
wild oats and wild mustard than did 
Marquis wheat. ‘This is due to the 
fact that Hannchen barley at five 
days after. emergence usually has a 
larger. numberof seminal roots, and 
22.days after emergence it develops 
also more crown roots than Marquis 
wheat. Marquis wheat in the same 
study Competed fairly successfully 
with wild mustard, having a total 
root system 30 per cent longer than 
the mustard, but was badly depressed 
by wild oats, the latter having -more 
than four times as large a total root 
length. 


POULTRY RETURNS 
MAY. BE BOOSTED 


The price of eggs has been dis- 
cussed from a great many angles, 
but here is a graphic illustration of 
yet another point of view, and the 
fallacy behind it. 

A farmer has a flock of 50 hens. 
In the winter they produce four 
dozen eggs a week, which are sold 
at 30c a dozen. In the summer these 
same hens produce twelve dozen 
eggs weekly, which are marketed at 
10c a dozen. In other words, from 
the same hens and similar feeds, 
equal returns—$1.20 a week—are 
secured summer and winter—and the 
argument has been advanced that 
he should be well satisfied with 
this. 


Illustration Is Fallacy 


That is not the opinion of the 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lacombe. The Lacombe Station 
has pointed out the fallacy in this 
illustration: 

If this flock of hens can produce 
twelve dozen eggs weekly in the 
summer (and this is only 41 per cent 
production) they can do just as well 
in the winter, The hens have to be 
fed a certain amount to maintain 
their body weight and produce four 
dozen eggs weekly. in the) winter, 
and very little extra care is required 
to make them produce twelve dozen 
eggs weekly at the time that egg 
prices are at their peak—so that, in- 
stead of having an egg income of 
only $1.20 weekly in the winter, the 
farmer receives $3.60 weekly, or 
three times as much. 

Culled In September 

At the Lacombe Station, most of 
the chicks are hatched in April, so 
that the pllets come into production 
in October. In September the flock 
is thoroughly culled and all poten 
tial boarders “get it in the neck.” 
The flock comes into full production 
at the time of the highest egg prices, 


so that the greatest possible returns 
are secured for the feed consumed 
by the birds. 

Feeding plays a very important 
part, A little of a correct mixture 
and very little care is necessary in 


order to reap the benefits of the 
triple returns at a time when labor 
is cheap and plentiful, and when the 


extra cash can be readily used. 

The proper feeding of poultry at 
all stages of development is dis 
cussed in the bulletins, “Brooding 


and Rearing of Chicks” and “Poul- 
try Feeds and Feeding,” which will 
be forwarded by the Publicity and

Spring Chapeau Is 
Product of Farm 


Whether’ “pillbox, beret, peach 
basket, ensign sailor, martinique tur- 
ban,” or any other exciting design, 
fashioned out of velvets, straws, 
crepes, nainsook, felt, canvas, wor- 
sted, linen, or lace, my lady’s Spring 
hat gives no evidence of its humble 
origin. 

Certainly few persons associate the 
natty Spring creation with the farm, 
nevertheless milady’s hat is the “but- 
terfly” of agriculture. It emerged 
from the chrysalis of the farm, or, 
in other words, the original material 
was produced on the farm. And 
once more, the farm is insisting on 
less equivocal recognition—the or- 
dinary straws are coming into fash- 
ion again. 

The many wondrous materials, 
with still more wondrous names, are 
the manufactured products of agri- 
cultural origin, flax, wool, cotton, 
wood pulp, and represent consider- 
able wealth the world over. The 
latest available statistics show that 
in Canada alone the retail sales of 
women’s and children’s apparel, in- 
cluding hats, amounted to $197,000,- 
000 in one year. 

Flax is one of the oldest and one 
of the prinicipal agricultural prod- 


ucts from which wearing and. deco-. 


rative apparel is manufactured. . Its 
native country is unknown, but linen, 
fabrics, thread: and linseed oil which 
are the best known products of flax, 
have been found in the excavations 
of the Stone Age, so that these old 
forefathers of the human race knew 
a great deal more than is sometimes 
attributed to them. 

For one thing, the best method 
of harvesting flax has not advanced 
one iota since the Stone Age. The 
best fibre is obtained by hand-pull- 
ing and the best threshing results 
arise from the use of the old flail, 
after the seed beads have been 
crushed out with a roller. 

No substitute has been found to 
replace flax satisfactorily in the 
manufacture of ‘fine linen and 
damask. The use of flax extends 
from oakum for caulking boats to 
milady’s lace handkerchief and hat, 
but what mere man, unless he were 
a statistician, would ejaculate “agri- 
cultural product” when suddenly

The camera set up looking direct- 
ly into a quartz window in the en- 
gine’s firing chamber, is rigid, but 
its lenses move. They travel past 
its “eye” on a wheél, peared to the 
crankshaft. -As each lens passes it 
momentarily focuses on moving film 
in the camera an image of the ex- 
plosion at that instant. 

To prevent blurring, the light of 
the explosion passes through a fixed 
lens before it reaches the travelling 
lenses. This makes all the rays 
parallel.: 

Clear photographs result, no mat- 
ter how fast the film and lenses 
move. 

The first surprise seen was around 
the region of the spark plug. That is 
where the explosion § starts. It 
spreads in a wave like a grass fire. 
But behind the wave, in the burned 
area, the “ashes” or “products of 
combustion” remain. 

The forward speed of the spread- 
ing fire wave sets up back pressure 
which heats these “ashes” hotter 
than the flame itself, ~The tempera- 
ture of the spark plug region rises 
to 5,200 Fahrenheit. Some of the 
“ashes’”’ there, the carbon dioxide, 
gets so hot it gives momentarily 
more light than the burning gas. 

The second thing hitherto suspect- 
ed, but never verified, is a backfire 
set up to meet the “grass fire’ ex- 
plosion wave. The forward move- 
ments of this wavé compresses the 
gas at the opposite end of the cham- 
ber so high and hot that it explodes 
and rushes to meet the main explo- 
sion. This backfire is the familiar 
“knock.”

As an illustration of the potential 
forces at work in the body, they 
pointed out it would require 500 tons 
of hog ovaries from 72,000,000 ani- 
mals to make one ounce of a female 
sex hormone. 

Listing medicinal contributions of 
the meat packing industry, Drs. 
Klein and Porsche said much knowl- 
edge has been gained about enzymes 
which digest and assimilate food— 
the pepsin of the stomach, the secre- 
tions of the pancreas. 

Striking at a widely held view 
that meat fats are not dietary essen- 
tials, Prof. George O. Burr, of the 
University of Minnesota, said certain 
fatty acids “are of no less import- 
ance than the essential amino acids 
or the vitamins.”

While 25 years ago the number 
of women in Spanish universities 
could be counted on the fingers of 
the hands, to-day in some of the 
faculties, such as. philosophy and 
literature in the University of Ma- 
drid, there are more women than 
men. 

The republic overnight gave Span- 
ish women the vote and in Madrid 
more women voters are registered 
than men.

Skeletons Reveal Tribes 


Supposed To Be Those Of 
Cave Dwellers 


Thirteen skeletons of prehistoric 
persons found recently in Franklin 
county near Tuscaloosa, Ala., have 
been placed in the Alabama Museum 
of National History at the Univers- 
ity of Alabama in Tuscaloosa. 

The skeletons were found walled 
up in a crevice in the side of a lime- 
stone cliff near old Burleson post- 
office. Those thirteen that could be 
identified were the skeletons of 
adults, An undetermined number of 
infants had been placed with them, 
jumbled together as if in single 
burial. 

The age of the bones is unknown. 
Dr. Walter B. Jones, state geologist 
and director of the museum, says 
that they probably belonged to one 
of the prehistoric tribes of bluff shel- 
ter people once prevalent in the Ten- 
nessee valley. 

However, two earthenware vessels 
found in the cave show only a slight 
similarity to the typical Tennessee 
valley pottery. This fact gives rise 
to the belief that the skeletons may 
be those of a tribe earlier than the 
ones now known. 

A thin layer of stones covered the 
skeletons when they were discovered 
by W. A. Barksdale of Vina, Ala, 
The museum plans to search for 
other ancient remains in that area.

China has served notice that it 
will no longer play Santa Claus to 
the museums of the world.

Archaeologists say, however, that 
what has been taken out is as noth- 
ing compared to what still lies un-— 
derground.

Many valuable pieces, including 
manuscripts more than 1,000 years 
gid, were removed from the caves at; 
the time of their discovery, but’ re- 
cent British and United States ex- 
peditions have been frustrated in 
their efforts to obtain specimens of 
the superbly executed wall-paintings 
and sculptures with which the under- 
ground galleries are crowded.

Autographs Of 1,000 Pilots Lost 
When Wall Crumbles 

An airman’s “square of fame,” 
carrying the autographs of about 
1,000 pilots, was lost with the 
crumbling of the plaster in the 
Bricklayers’ Arms hotel, near Essen- 
don aerodrome, Melbourne.

The plaster crumbled during re- 
cent renovations and the’ space, 
reverenced by every airman in Aus- 
tralia, was lost. It is believed that 
nowhere else were the names of so 
many great aviators grouped to- 
gether.
